Funeral Not Attended by the King 
of Spain. 

Madrid, January 7.—King Alfonso, who 
had expressed the intention of attending 
Senor Sagasta's funeral today, was dis- 
Suaded by the ministers, who feared po- 
litigil] demonstrations.

Washington, January 7.—(Spectal. )-A 
man who gave his name as Everett H. 
Leighton, excited such suspicions among 
the secret service officers at the presi- 
dent's offices this morning that he was 
arrested. He wished to see Presidqnt 
Roosevelt, ang when Assistant Sec retary 
Barnes came out into the waiting room 
to find what the man’s business was, 
Leighton refused to tell him, but de- 
Clared that he had ““@ matter to settle 
Personally with the president.’’ Mr. 
Barnes introduced the man to tWo secret 
service officers, saying that they would 
talk with him about the matter. The 
Officers told him to come With them, and 
they escorted him to the police station 
of the first precinct. 

Some time ago Leighton wrote a letter 
to the president dec laring that he had 
been outrageously treated by the presi- 
dent's secretaries and insisted on a per- 
sonal interview with Mr. Roosevelt. This 
letter was turned over to the secret ser- 
vice officers, and they ‘were on the look- 
Out for him. The man is about twenty- 
seven years old. has black, curly hair, 
& smooth shaven face, and pallid com- 
plexion. He claims to have come from 
the south, but papers on hf{m indicate a 
some-time residence in Chicago.

Hanged February 6. 


Augusta, Gae., January. 7.—(Special.)— 
The Johnson case ended about 11 o'clock 
tonight with a verdict of guilty, and 
the prisoner was sentenced to hang on 
February 6, 

Except in the precautions for the pro- 
tection of the prisoner against mob vio- 
lence there has not been the slightest ex- 
citement in the community. But for the 
published announcemepts in the news- 
papers the people would have aardly 
known that any unsuaul trial was in 
progress at the court house. 

Sheriff Clark and Judge 
every precaution, however, 
lence and the prisoner has been 
military protection ever since he arrived 
en the train from Savannah tais morn- 
ing.

MUSCOGEE WILL 
ENFORCE LAW 


Every Man Subject to Road 
Duty Will Be Required 
to Work. 


Columbus, Ga., January 
Muscogee county is to enforce the road 
law rigorously during the present year. 
The law went into effect last year in 
this county, but for a number of reasons 
did not work well. In many counties 
over the state the law became inopera- 
tive because of the fact that the grand 
jury had not taken the proper action, 
and the impression prevailed for a time 
that this was the case in Muscogee. 
This impression was incorrect, however, 
as the Muscogee grand jury had taken 
the proper course, of procedure. The 
Jaw was new, and the people had to be 
educated up to its requirements. At the 
end of the year there was considerable 
uncertainty as to whether it would be 
in effect another year. The Muscogee 
county commissioners have just adopted 
strong resolutions, made public today, 
in which they emphasize their intention 
of enforcing the law. The law has been 
adopted permanently for this county. 
Under its provisions every male in the 
county .subject to road duty will be re- 
quired to either pay $% annually in ad- 
vance as a road tax or else work ten 
days upgn the county roads.

| Have Heart to Heart Talk in Regard 


to -Trusts. 

Washington, January 7.—President 
Roosevelt had a long conference today 
with Speaker Henderson and Represent- 
ative Grosvenor. of Ohio, with regard to 
proper anti-trust legislation. The presi- 
dent requested them to cam. It is under- 
stood that the president pressed on his 
eallers his desire that some legislation 
dealing with the trust question should 
be enacted at the present session of con- 
gress. No particular measure was in 
discussion, and, of course, none was 
agreed upon. 

“The trust question is a most difficult 
one to handle in a legislative way,” sai 
General Grosvenor, as he left the execu- 
tive offices, ‘‘but I think some measure 
will be enacted into law at this session. 
It wi e necessary to steer a middle 
course between the desires of the radical 
anti-trust people and those who profess 
to see little evil in trusts or combinations 
of capital. That such a course will be 
adopted by congress I-have no doubt.

Pane Woodward Pays Penalty 
at Camden, ¥, J

He Led Two Little Boys Into the 
Woods and There Put Thém to 
Death To Secure Ten Dollars 
Which They Had on 
Their Persons. 


Camden, N. J.> January 7.—Paul Wood- 
ward, an 18-year-old boy, was hanged in 
the jail yard here this morning. 

The crime for which Paul Woodward 
today paid the death penalty was the 
murder November 1, last, of John Coffin, 
aged 1), and Price Jennings, aged 14. The 
boys disappeared from their homes Oc- 
tober ] and their bodies were found in a 
wood near Hadden Heights, six miles 
from here, October 4. Previous to the dis- 
covery of the bodies Woodward had gone 


‘to the home of young Coffin and said he 


could find the boy if a suitable reward 
was offered. This cast suspicion upon 
him, and on investigation it was learned 
that he had been seen in company with 
the lads on the day of their disappearance 
and that he three had purchased pies 
near where the murder was committed. 
Woodward was subsequently arrested. 

An analysis of the boys’ stomachs show- 
ed that they died from arsenical poison- 
ing. The police learned that Woodward 
had bought arsenic a few days prior to 
the boys’ disappearance and upon having 
heen indicted by the grand jury, he was 
placed on trial and convicted of murder 
in the first degree. After being sen- 
tenced by Judge Garrison, an appeal was 
made to the pardon board on the ground 
of insanity. but the board refused to take 
any action. 

Counsel for the prosecution claimed that 
Woodward had poisoned the bovs for the 
purpose of robbery. When they left home 
in their possession, but 
when the hodies were found the pockets 
did not contain a penny.

Governor Thinks the Country 1s 
Menaced By Railroads 


Addressing the Legislature He Says 
the Great Transportation Com- 
bines Must Be Dealt with 
at Once or the People 
Will Suffer. 


January. 7.—In_ the 
presence of both houses of the legisla- 
ture Samuel R. VanSant was today 
sworn in by Chief Justice C..M. Start for 
his second term as governor of Minnesota. 
He then read his message to the joint as- 
sembly. 

In his message Governor VanSant deais 
exhaustively with the local controversy 
Waging between the state of Minnesota 
and the Northern Securities Company, 
to prevent the alleged connection of the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
Railway companies. After reviewing the 
progress that has been made in the state's 
suit against the company, the governor 
Says: 

‘The executive officers of the state are 
doing, and will continue to do, all in 
their power to defeat this connection. It 
may be that the courts will decide that 
the laws of one state can be evaded or 
Violated by means of a corporation or- 
ganized under the laws of another, and 
if so all the benefits of the ‘more perfect 
union’ so earnestly desired by the framers 
of the constitution, and so much desired 
by all law-abiding citizens, will not be 
realized. I have an abiding faith, how- 
ever, that the laws of the state will be 
sustained and that the attempt to evade 
them in the manner stated will be de- 
feated, 

“The law of this state prohibiting the 
consolidation of competing railroad lines 
is declaratory of a wise public policy, 
and any effort to weaken or undermine 
it should be defeated and every effort 
put forth to enforce and strengthen its 
provisions. 

“This Northern Securities Company is 
the most ingenious scheme ever brought 
into existence to promote the transporta- 
tion monopoly and stifle competition. It 
becomes the duty of this state to adopt 
such additional laws as may be neces- 
sary for the proper regulation and con- 
trol of such trusts, 

‘Our state is engaged in a great legal 
battle to protect our rights. The state 
of Washington has a suit pending in the 
Supreme court of the United States. By 
order of the president, Attorney General 
Knox has commenced action looking to 
the dissolution of this company. tealiz- 
ing the power of corporate wealth, con- 
gress has appropriated $500,000 to aid the 
general officers of the government = in 
prosecuting this and other illegal trusts 
and unlawful combinations. Whatever the 
resuit, there need be no apprehension, for 
there is a power greater than corporate 
Wealth, greater even than the supreme 
court of the United States, and that is 
the power of the American people, and 
when once aroused no evil can resist this 
mighty force.’

Washington, January 7.—In the senate 
today the bill for the reorganization of 
the militia and the statehood bill were 
discussed. Mr. Mallory, of Florida, led 
the democratic senators in opposition to 
the of the bill providing for a 
reserve force of trained men, the conten- 
tion being that it not only infringed the 
rights of. the several states, but also 
increased the standing army by a hun- 
dred thousand men. 

In the course of Mr. Mallory’s remarks 
a discussion arose, participated in by 
Messrs. Tillman, Warren, Foraker, 
Spooner and Clay, over the construction 
to be put upon the section, the demo- 
crats contending that the provision put 
into the hands of the president powers

When the statehood bill came up for 
consideration Mr. Beveridge had read a 
number of resolutions adopted at a re- 
cemt convention. in Okiahoma favoring 
Single statehood with Indian Territory. 
Mr. Quay, who is leading the fight for 
the admission of Oklahoma, Arizona and 
New Mexico, criticised the resolutions, 
saying the people who adopted them had 
not acted intelligently, because the sin- 
gle statehood bill had been withdrawn 
Ha further charged that they did not 
represent the sentiment of a majority 
of the people of Oklahoma. <A discussion 
followed regarding the character of the

men got title to so much Indian land, 
“Some stealing has been done some- 
where,” said he, “and I would like/to 
know how it happened.” 

He later amused the senate by interro- 
gating Mr. Beveridge regarding -‘‘what 
became of the men who might have mar-- 
ried the Indian women.’ Mr. Beveridge 
responded that he had not gone into the 
matrimonial phase of the question. 

Mr. Nelson, of Minnesota. continufd 
his remarks in opposition to the omnibus 
Statehood bill, and had not concluded 
when the senate, after a brief executive 
session, adjourned.

Washington, January 7.—The session of 
the house today was brief, lasting a little 
more than two hours. The senate bill 
for the redemption of the silver coinage 
of the Hawaiian islands and its recoinage 
into United States coin was passed after 
a debate of an hour.

Mrs. Nelson tested the water in the 
spring and found it to be strongly im- 
pregnated with copper, therefore it was 
evident tnat the spring water was the 
cause ‘of the mysterious death of such a 
large number of stock in that neighbor- 
hood. 

Further frf¥testigations an the part of 
Mrs. Nelson revealed the fact that the 
cliffs surrounding the spring contained 
valuable deposits of copper and the lady 
secured quite a quantity of fine spec- 
mens, which being analyzed by experts 
assayed So per cent of pure copper. Mrs 
Nelson at once secured mineral deeds 
to the property and expects to develop 
lt in the near future.

Athens, Ga., January 7.—(8pecial.)—The 
reins of city government in the city of 
Athens passed into the hands of the 
council for 1903 today. The meeting of 
the old council this morning was taken 
up with tae reading of the annual re- 
ports of the officers of the government 
which gave a great deal of information 
as to the condition of the city in its 
various departments. From the report of 
the clerk and treasurer it appears that 
the total taxable property of the city 
for 1902 was $5,596,016, an increase Ovcr 
the preceding year of $154,789. During the 
year the total receipts of tae city were 
$193,016.07, and the total expeditures were 
$189,476.04. The following amounts were 
spent on the different departments of the 
city affairs: Streets, $12,618.33; policc, 30,- 
755.78; lights, $6,001.51; fire department, 
$8,837.11; public schools, $52,510. 

During the past four years the city has 
expended $172,000 in pavements. WOuring 
the year past 8,000 feet of sewers were 
laid. The total sewerage system up to 
date being 12 1-2 miles, at a total cost 
of $57,000. The are lights for the year 
were furnisoed the city at $43.49 per 
lamp. During the year there were 053 
fire alarms and with the exception of the 
Rucker compress fire, the losses for the 
entire year were not over $10,00U

The recent declaration by Lord 
Beresford that England has learned 
from the latest Venezuelan adventure 
a lesson that should cause her to 
stand squarely up for the Monroe doc- 
trine Las been made much of by the 
presses of England and this country. 
It was refreshing, not to say startling, 
to have the noble lord and factotum 
of the king’s navy blurt out such 
confessions and sane comment, but 
we feel sure he spoke for millions of 
Englishmen other than himself. 

The suggestion that Prime Minister 
Balfour may call Beresford to book 
for such breezy frankness is far out 
of line with probability, because Bal- 
four was guilty in 1896 of making the 
same sort of break in the face of the 
embarrassr.ents caused to Prime Min- 
ister Salisbury by the Venezuelan in- 
cident of 1895. He was at that time 
a member of Salisbury’s cabinet and 
his words obtained a world-wide cCir- 
culation and significence. 

In a speech made on January 
1896, Mr. Balfour said: 

Tne Monroe dictrine, expressed by 
President Monroe, really in substance 
amounts to this: that America, North and 
South, no longer to be regarded as a 
fielq for European colonization, and that 

. European nations are not to be regarded 


as having a title to interfere in the do- 
mestic affairs of states situated in the 
new world. 

I ‘do not believe that if you were to ran- 
sack England from end to end, that if you 
were to look into the most private memo- 
randa of the foreign office through the 
two generations which nuve passed away 
since President Monroe’s message, if you 
were to look among ministers. among the 
ordinary public, among even the crochet- 
eers or the lunatics. you would find one 
single individual who ever desired to see 
-what is called the ‘“‘forward policy” adopt- 

% Great Britain either in North or in 
South America. We are content, and have 
always been content, both in North Amer- 
ica and in South America, to do our best 
by the colonies we possess, to do our duty 
both to develop them and, if need be, to 
protect them. But we have never desired, 
and we do not now desire, either to inter- 
fere with the domestic concerns of any 
South American state, or to acquire for 
ourselves any territory that belongs to 
them. 

Indeed, Mr. Balfour went further 
and appealed for support of: the Mon- 
roe doctrine on the ground of Anglo- 
Saxon amity and declared that the 
idea of war between England and the 
United States was to him “a terrible, 
a distressing and a horrible point of 
view!” 

Not only that, but when a European 
concert of condemnation of the Unit- 
ed States was proposed in 1898, when 
we took up Cuba’s- cause, it was Bal- 
four who gave gt out hard and cold 
that Great Britain would not sign the 
letter of protest and that the British 
fleet might have to be reckoned with 
by any power that did sign such a 
letter! And the proposed letter was 
one of those that never came! 

It is inconceivable, therefore, that 
Mr. Balfour since becoming prime 
minister has recanted his views of 
the Monroe doctrine or h.s faith in 
an early coalition of Anglo-Saxon pa- 
triotism that will speak and act for 
the race equally on both sides of the 
Atlantic. For the reasons above 
given we are inclined to think Beres- 
ford spok» by the card and may have 
been intimately inspired to say what 
he did just when he said it.

Certainly the republicans have the 
right to work out the trust problem in 
that style, if they can, but their efforts 
to that end impose no obligation of co- 
operation upon democrats and other 
real tariff reformers. The principles 
of democracy aim at the roots of evils 
and not at their mere consequences. 
Democrats may easily agree with those 
who hold that great corporations for 
industrial purposes are economically 
beneficial. Such combinations are 
possible always and independent of 
tariffs. But when the tariff is the in- 
strument which the corporations, 
trusts, use to create monopolies, kill 
off competition and extort unreasona- 
ble profits from a helpless people, the 
sword of relief must be laid on the 
tariff rather than on the. corporations, 
To take the virus of bounty and mo- 
nopoly out of the tariff will at once 
cure the fever of greed and the power 
of it out of the trusts. 

The duty of the democracy is to 
stand like adamant on the issue of 
tariff revision. “Keep harping on my 
daughter.” It is “the damnable itera- 
tion” of a vibrant monotone that sets 
vibrations into the power that shakes 
foundations and overthrows the stout- 
est walls, as the repetitious notes of 
the rams’ horns razed thea walls of 
Jericho.

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Municipal Ownership. 

The ownership and conduct of public 
utilities by the people tnemselves’ has 
passed the stage of doubtful practica- 
bility, so far as American municipali- 
ties which have tried the experiment 
are concerned. Not only has munic- 
ipal ownership cheapened the cost of 
such necessary conveniences and util- 
ities to the public, but it has afforded 
added revenue for the municipal treas- 
ury and, in the smaller cities, made 
possible the introduction of many ap- 
purtenances of advanced civilization 
which would have been unexploited, or 
unsatisfacforily exploited, by private 
capital. 

In the comparatively new towns of 
the west municipal ownership is said 
to have made the most progress and 
demonstrated the highest results. This 
is especially true of the smaller cities 
of the middle west. The reason it does 
not apply to the larger cities is because 
they are bound hand and foot by long- 
term franchises to corporations which 
control their public utilities, generally 
for little or no return compensation, or 
have long since reached the constitu- 
tional limitation of indebtedness, de- 
priving them of the means of provid- 
ing the funds necessary for expensive

Philadelphia North American: By the 
Oversight of the millionaire owner a val- 
uable book, worth $8,000, was Knocked 
down at $25. ‘“‘Going, going, gone’’—lucky 
buyer—$25 for an $8,000 book; $25 for a 
volume that has belonged to a queen; has 
seen the vicissitudes of a century; 
clasped by the fair hands now dust for 
ages; perused by the beautiful, alluring 
eyes of the ill-starred but cultured wom- 
an, Mary Stuart, queen of Scots. 

The book lover has noted with interest 
the sale of George De Forest's precious 
library, a collection of a lifetime, sold 
for no special cause of death or poverty. 
In a moment, while suffering from a se- 
vere indigestion brought on by a rich 
pate de foie gras, this millionaire sudden- 
ly concluded that the care of so many 
treasures was really beyond his strength. 

His library went at about $25 per vol- 
ume, and ‘‘Les Abts du Monde” was in 
the collection. It is in manuscript form, 
written on vellum, with exquisite illumi- 
nations, many in gilt—work that cannot 
be reproduced today. It was presented 
by the author, Pierre le Dru, to Duc 
d’Estorteville and passed into the hands 
of Marie of Lorraine -when, as the bride 
of King James V of Scotland, she left 
France. 3esides a bride's trousseau, to 
enhance charms and -beauty of the body, 
this fair queen was provided with per- 
quisites to enhance charms and beauty 
of the mind. 

Vellum volumes 


bound in velvet, illu- 
minated manuscripts written by pains- 
taking scribes, ‘‘Les Abus du Monde,”’ 
in a purple velvet poke, were transferred 
to the rugged crags of Scotland and took 
up their home in the palace of Holyrood. 

In Holy rood palace this highly culti- 
vated woman had collected around her 
her harp and lute, maps and charts, pic- 
tures and embroideries and, richly embel- 
lished manuscripts in Italian, Spanish 
and French, ‘‘Les Abus du Monde”’ among 
the number. Here, with the congenial 
Rizzio, her one mental equal, she passed 
hours of comradeship perusing its pages. 
Here he read to her in liquid tones “The 
Injustice of the World’’—a work satirical 
and pessimistic, well calculated to find an 
echo in the heart of a woman misunder- 
stood, unhappy and unfortunate, as was 
Mary Stuart. 

After the assassination of Rizzio, Mary 
clung devotedly to this volume—through 
her defeat in war, her rout, her flight, 
and found delight in its caustic epigrams 
as a prisoner. After her execution the 
volume passed through attendants’ hands

into those of the Jacobins, through them 
back to France, and finally into the 
hands of Nodier, becoming the gem of 
his library. From thence it came to the 
collectiin of Yeminz, then to Bantel, who 
had it rebound by Rubin. In its new 
modern cover it entered the famous col- 
lection of Paillet, where George B. De 
Forest obtained it. 

From France to Scotland, from king’s 
paluce to prison, from England back to 
France, from the sixteenth century to the 
twentieth, from a millionaire’s Fifth ave- 
nue home to a modest book store, goes the 
history of this remarkable book. Mr. De 
Forest is an old New Yorker, of revolu- 
tionary ancestry, descended from one 
Captain Layton, an aide de camp to 
Washington. 

Thus do the histories of two grand 
countries touch hands through the me- 
dium of this old vellum manuscript, now 
in the possession of a book dealer. For, 
owing to a millionaire’s indigestion and 
consequent carelessness, he obtained an 
$8,000 book for $25.

Night Signals on Ocean Liners. 

New York Herald: Arrangements nave 
been completed recetly by which the 
steamship Deutschland, of the Hamburg- 
American line, when next she sails from 
this port, will be equipped with a system 
of electric light signais which will show 
any letter or number so visibly that it 
can be seen for 5 or 6 miles at sea. Tae 
inventors assert that not only does it 
offer better signal facilities than the 
flare light and lantern system now in use, 
but that it. also records every signal 
which is transmitted. 

The system‘is an expansion of the elec- 
tric carriage signals now in use at the 
Metropolitan opera house and, like its 
predecessor, is the invention of Morti- 
mer Norden, an electrical engineer of this 
city. The signal boards will be placed on 
landeach side of the grill room roof of 
the Deutschland, and the letters and fig- 
ures Will be 10 feet high. It is asserted 
that. with the aid of a night glass, the 
signals will be visible for nearly 7 miles. 

The signal system will be composed vl 
four boards on each side of tae ship. On 
each board will be a monogram of elec- 
tric lights, so placed that every letter in 
the alphabet and every numeral can be 
formed from them. The different mono- 
grams are operated by individual switch- 
es, fitted with a space between the con- 
tact points sufficient in size to admit a 
pasteboard card. These cards are per- 
forated wit holes, as the occasion may 
require, sd that only suca points of con- 
are brought together when the 
switch is opened as will be needed to 
light the bulbs required in forming a let- 
ter. 

The cards are so made that they will 
only fit tae slot for which they are in- 
tended. When a signal-is sert the cards 
may be placed in an envelope and filed 
On the envelope is inscribed lat- 
itude, longitude. time and the sender's 
name. This renders a complete and prac- 
tically unalterable record of every mes- 
sage.

“It is many times

sened. One advantage which was quickly 
recognized by the steamship companies 
was the value of tae records of signals, 
which can be kept. Such records would 
put a stop to all lengthy disputes over 
questions whether or not certain signals 
had been sent.”’

From Decisions of Supreme Court of | 


Mississippi. 

Jackson, Miss., January 7.—(Special.)— 
One death sentence was affirmed 
by the supreme court at its sitting Mon- 
day evening. About twelve months ago 
in Pearl River county Maggie Bates at- 
tempted to chastise her daughter with 
the lid of a cracker box, when Alex 
Smith, the sweetheart of the girl, shot 
the Bates woman dead in her tracks and 
then fired two shots into the prostrate 
body.

Politics in Mississippi Counties Very 
Lively. 

Miss., January 7.—(Speciai.)— 
political campaigns haye 
opened in nearly half the counties of the 
state, and new candidates are coming 
forth each day with their announcements 
in the country press. 

In some of the counties the, campaigns 
are in full blast, while-in. others there 
is a manifestation of apathy on the part 
of the Jocal politicians and aspirants for 
office and an apparent desire on their 
part to formulate combinations later on 
by hitching their chariots to the star of 
some candidate for state or district office. 
The crop of candidates in all the coun- 
ties, however, promises to be as large 
as usual. and in many counties much 
larger. The legislative aspirants” are 
somewhat slower than heretofore in mak- 
ing formal announcement of their ambi- 
tions. 

Nearly all the country editors have an- 
nounced that they will charge $ for an- 
nouncing each candidate for state office, 
and this gives some idea of the cost of 
one item in the expense account of the 
candidates.

Thirty Cases Apainst Blind Tiger

Impossible To Get Witnesses for 
Prosecution To Appear — Old 
Cases Wiped Off of Docket.

To Enforce Law.

The action of the 
yesterday in throwing out thirty cases 
against blind tiger keepers has created 
no end of comment today. Tune recent 
fight made on Corporation Counsel Le- 
gare by. Mayor Smyth for entering a nol 
prosequi in similar cases, caused a politi- 
| cal sensation. Mr. Legare was elected to 
congress from this district and he retired 
from the city attorney's office December 
31. The new counsel, George H. Moffett, 
had charge of the yesiday, and 
as he has no authority to act otherwise 
than by the direct instruction of tne 
mayor, the friends of Mr. Legare are 
demanding an explanation, They contend 
that the cases are exactly alike, and 
that the administration has pursued 
identically the same course for which it 
severely condemned Congressman = Le- 
Bate. 

What made the 
remarkable was 
Keepers, evidently knowing that’ the 
cases would be nol prossed, did not even 
attend the session of tae court, and in 
this respect the farce of trying to 
force the law' in Charleston was made 
clear. In throwing out the cases Cor- 
poration Counsel Moffett stated to the 
court that he had been unable to secure 
the attendance of witnesses for the 
prosecution, and added that he aad been 
advised that it would be impossible to 
have them brought in. In view of the 
fact that all of these witnesses are em- 
ployed, or have been employed by the 
police department, has led the friends of 
Mr. Legare to declare that they were 
quietiy instructed not to appear. 

Tone matter has aroused much bitter 
feeling from the Legare element in local 
politics, which is eXtraordinarily strong 
It is said, however, that the administra- 
tion was of the opinion that it was best 
to wipe out the old cases and begin with 
afresh lot.
